STATEMENT . 

Diphtheria  inoculation.  Results  continue  to  be  satisfactory.  At  the  end 
of  tne  year  it  is  estimated  that  of  those  under  five  were  done  and  73*^1 

of  those  of  school  age.  This  larger  percentage  of  the  young  is  due  to  the 
successful  collecting  up  by  tne  District  nurse  .and  is  greatly  in  advance 
of  tne  surrounding  district. 

y/ater . The  supply  is  of  good  quality  but  its  quantity  may  have  to  be 
increased  owing  to  tne  increased  demand  and  tne  conservative  nature  of 
tne  original  undertaking . 

Sewerage.  Tnis  is  less  satisfactory.  Conversions  are  still  unfinished. 
The  beds  are  overloaded  and  two  considerable  contributors,  the  hospital 
and  tne  Council  xiouses,  not  catered  for.  In  my  opinion  enlargement  of  the 
plant  and  even  a different  system  may  have  to  be  considered  after  the  war. 

•Nilk.  Generally  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  Quantity.  No  tuberculou 
samoles  nave  been  reported. 

Housing  is  in  abeyance  but  inspection  and  plans  for  the  future  are 
proceeding.  The  standard  of  existing  houses  is  deteriorating  fast  and 
many  more  will  nave  to  be  included  in  tnese  future  schemes.
